g Teading, A similar state of affairs 
has existed in the Cramp shipyards, in 
the shipyards belonging to the United States 
Shipbuilding Company, in the shipyards on 
Shooter's Island and others, in fact the very 
existence of shipbuilding’ is threatened. 
Other industries are similarly affected. It 
is difficult to suggest a remedy; our 
sympathies have been very often with the 
workmen, but in these cases their actions 
and demands have been outrageous; and, 
worse yet, the result has been endorsed and 
exulted in by the members of the Central 
Federated Union at an official meeting. If 
the Trades Unions do not see for themsel 
tho errors of their ways and soon realise 
that they will have to adopt different tactics 
towards their employers, the only tomedy 
seems to lio in Congress. Congress should 
then, in exceptional cases, modify the 
immigration laws as far as the landing of 
immigrants under contract to work is con- 
cerned, which is ab present. prohibited, and 
tho employers should import, their skilled 
labour. ‘The authorities would be bound to 
protect the latter against tho strikers. A 
few such experiments would undoubiedly 
bring the majority of the members of Trades 
Unions to their senses and deter thom from 
interfering unnecessarily with their em- 
ployers in the future.

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NEW HOMES FOR 
THE BATTING 
AND BOATING 
FRATERNITIES.

Atmosr from time immemorial, 
locally speaking, the Lower Boat- 
house and the Cricket Pavilion have 
been familiar landmarks to all old 
residents and popular resorts to many 
of them. Both are doomed. ‘The 
Cricket Pavilion has already disap- 
peared, and the foundations for the 
new Lower Boat-hous:—the third in 
the history of Shanghai—are being 
laid. The new structures, needless 
to say, which are to replace the old 
are designed to ensure all pos- 
sible improvements and be more 
presentable every way than those 
they replice. The boat-house will 
have suitable accommodation for 
men and boats as well as a most 
welcome addition in the shape of a 
swimming bath, ‘The new pavilion 
on the cricket ground will be a hand- 
some two-storeyed structure “ with 
all modern improvements.” Neither of, 
the clubs will have to move far. The 
“wet bobs” will find their new quar- 
ters within a few yards of the present 
house but nearer the nursery garden, 
the cricketers will move their site a 
little more towards the grand stand 
thus avoiding the drawback of having 
in somo matches a wicket screen right, 
in front of the pavilion. It is in the 
nature of things in a growing com- 
munity like this that change must be 
the order of the day if improvement 
and progress are to rule as the West- 
erner wants them to be. Hence old 
landmarks must disappear to make 
room for what is better. 

At the same time we are sure that 
the removal of historic houses will 
call up, in the minds of residents 
whose silver-threaded locks yet. stal- 
wart frames betoken sportsnien of an 
earlier day, not a few reminiscences 
that will almost force a regret that 
change should be necessary at all. 
The old rowing man will recall his 
bygone triumphs when, though the 
Lower House was his headquarters, 
it was from the Upper that the races 
took their way. Many of the newer 
age have never known that there was 
an Upper Boat-house at all. But there 
are fortunately several of the oarsmen 
of that day, some five-and-twenty 
years ago to go no farther back, 
who remain as “potent, grave, and 
reverend signiors.” Amongst them 
perhaps two of the oldest are 
Mr, John Morriss and Major Brodie 
Clarke, and of the rest we may 
mention Mr. (now Sir Charles) 
Dudgeon and Duncan Glass. There 
are several others still in the land of 
the living though not in Shanghai, 








Tom Brown for example. But a 
number have gone over to the major- 
ity, W. Buchanan, J. F. Cheetham, 
R. M. Campbell, R. Mackenzie, and 
a good many more. Of the galaxy 
of renowned coxswains four remain, 
Ashley, W. D. Little, W. M. 
Dowdall, and J. Hall. Perhaps the 
dictatorship universally allowed and 
usually exercised by a “eax” is 
conducive to longevity. 

Rowing has always had one ad- 

vantage over cricket in Shanghai. 
It has been international. For the 
past thirty years at any rate there 
has never been a time when there 
were not some excellent oars- 
men in the Club to represent the 
Fatherland. In cricket there is no- 
thing of a more international charac- 
ter than the annual fixture between 
England and Scotland, but in rowing 
there are these and the Irish to- 
ether with the Germans and in old 
lays the Americans. We are not saying 
too much, perbaps, when we declare 
our opinion that two better all-round 
oarsmen have never been known in 
the Rowing Club than Rudolph and 
Huchting of the early eighties. 
There were many others whose 
names need only be mentioned to 
recall to their own countrymen and 
to Britishers as well what admirable 
sportsmen they were. Borkowsky 
and Haupt, Stepharius and Korff, 
Meuser, Rohde, and several more. 
“There were giants on the earth in 
those days,” and nothing since has 
lowered their colours or taken from 
the honour of their deers, 

It is much the same in cricket. 
A_ylance through old files of the 
“Daily News” shows us such names as 
Hearn, who played till he had reached 
the allotted three-score years and 
ten; a trio of Consular men, Allen, 
Bullock, and Carles; with others such 
as R. H. Percival, Veitch, Burrows, 
and one still honoured and present, 
the President of the Club, Mr.

This is the way 
for an Editor to get some real experience 
as to how missionaries travel in the 
interior. He, however, would be freed 
from one serious annoyance. He would 
be blissfully ignorant of whether the people 
were cursing or praising him.

The New Commercial Treaty. 
I travelled all the way from Pochou 
to Shanghai with a Chinese friend who

tages of the new Commercial Treaty be- 
| tween China and the United States to the 
people senerally, provided any way can be 
round for ever carrying it out. From the 
time govds are loaded in Chnkiang for 
Pochou or vice-rersé they pass twenty- 
one likin stations and are taxed twenty- 
times, besides the loss of time. Ninete 
stations are between Huaiyuan and Chit 
Kiang, and as a consequence large quanti- 

























































































ties of goods are shipped from Shanghai to 
Nanking, and then carried overland by 
mules oF barrows 320i to Singhusikuen, 
on the Huai River, nnd reshipved on 
hoats. The freight charges from Nanking 
to Singhuaikuan are very heavy. Hides 
from Pochou are wften transporied south 
by this same very expensive route, to avoid 
the more expensive tax stations.

Military Changes. ’ 

‘A good deal of activity is going on 
here at present in military circles. I 
noticed five new regiments arrive here 
from the north yesterday. They were 
the 28rd, 27th, 28th, 32nd, and 168th; 
all of them East Siberian Regiments, so 
that we have now here, in addition to 
the above-named, the 2nd, Sth, 14th, 
9th, 10th, 11th, 12th, and 18th at least. 
Quite a considerable number of Japanese 
gentlemen seemed to arise out of the 
earth on the ap) ‘of these troops, 
which they followed at a respectful dis- 
tance, displaying on the way such a keen 
interest in the geology and botany of the 
district through which they passed that 
their object. was, I presume, purely 
scientific. Tho Russians did not seem to 
notice them. 

I do not know if all the above regiments 
are here or only a part of some of them, 
but it is very doubtful in any case if Rus- 

‘ ‘a very large force, 
which would only be a source of weakness 
instead of strength on account of its ten- 
dency in case of siege to exhaust the 
stock of provisions and increase the dan- 
ger of sickness, while not adding to the 
strength of the place, which could be per- 
fectly well defended by a garrison of 
20,000, including tho fortress infantry. 
Chaplains have been appointed to tho 
26th, 27th, and 28th East Siberian Regi- 
ments, which are referred to ay the re- 
giments “newly formed in Port Arthur.” 
On the 18th of October the Vladivostock 
fortross infantry regiments were incor- 
porated, the st with the 29th, and the 
2nd with the 30th East Siberian Sharp- 
shooters. 

Gensan. 

‘The “ Vostochny. Vestneck” says that 
on 30th October and 14th November, a 
sale of land took place at Sanchejen in 
the foreign Settlement at Gensan, 38 lots 
in all being sold. Japanese got 20 lots 
‘and Russians 18, a lot situated along the 
seashore falling to the agent of the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway Steamship Co. 
Russian Keroseue. 

According 2 Oden paper, tho 
negotiations japanese Consul in 
Odessa, ‘Mr. Izima, with the oil manu- 
facturers at Baku concerning the direct 
export to Japan of Russian kerosene, 
have not ended satisfactorily. The firms 
of Nobel, Mantashefl, Shabaeff and others 
have told the Consul that until the lapse 
of the term of their contracts with foreign 
‘agents, they cannot undertake the direct 
exportation of kerosene to the Far East.

‘The “ Novi Krai” is to be made a daily 
paper on the Ist of January next, about 
which time the new English and Chinese 
papers published in connection with it aro 
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to appear. The establishment of a Ci 
nese paper in Russian is an_ especially 
good idea. Colonel Artemoieff is to be 
congratulated on his business capacity, 
the fruite of which are seen in the best 
newspaper in the Russian Far East as 
Well nein numerous Libraries and book- 
stores in Port Arthur and Dalny. 


Opening of a School. 

‘On Sunday last the Viceroy opened o 
Realny” or Professional School and 
Girls’ Gymnasium in the presence of a 
large number of officials and leading re- 
sidents. 

News from Chita. 

‘The latest and most important news 
from the prosperous Siberian centre, 
Chita, is that the students of the local 
seminary have been forbidden to read the 
local papers. The local Press revenges 
itself in two words—“ Comment  super- 
fluous.”” 

‘Trade in Vladivostock. 

Viadivastock sent a deputation to the 
Viceroy on Sist October to complain 
about the way Port Arthur is ruining 
them by its free trade. The Viceroy told 
them that the people of Port Arthur 
would probably be sending him a deputa~ 
tion with the same story a few years 
hence. His Excellency probably meant 
that a natural reaction to the present 
building mania is sure to set in ere in 
the near future. ‘The money market has 
Tost its fluidity in consequence of all the 
cash available boing sunk in houses and 
nore put by for a rainy day, and what 
‘oveurred in Hongkong in 1849 (when the 
cost. of administration in that colony was 
£950,000 a year and the receipts not 
above £12,000) is pretty certain to occur 
here also. In fact all the leading business 
men here are, I think, unanimous on that 
point. . 

Speaking of Hongkong, the Russians 
are displaying tho same anxiety for tho 
afforestation of their new oa ‘decidedly 
bare-looking acquisition which we once 
displayed in Hongkong and: I think they 
could not do better than examine the 
system of afforestation which has wrought 
such a complete transformation on the 
‘once bare hills of the southern island. 
To make Officers Well-read. 

‘The Russian General Staff has, accord- 
ing to the “Berj Vyed,” taken a singular 
step for the purpose of enabling poor 
officers to keep abreast with the times in 
regard to general and professional litera- 
tue. It has made an arrangement by 
which such officers can obtain any book 
they like from the army, book store with- 
ont having to pay for it untit after the 
lapse of one year 
The Russo-Chinese Bank. 

‘According to the “Vostochny Vyest-

A sinall + mpty 
medicine bottle and a stone ginger-beer 
bottle were found ciose ty her remains ; it 
is surmised that the former may have 
contained poison, but of course this is the 
metest conjecture as ‘hey may have been 
left there by some one else. The theory 
of sudden heart failure has likewise been 
advanced, and to thi- belief her wistracted 
mother clings, though it is unde:stood 
that from the first her father has suspected 
toul play. In any case it is'm: st sad that 
their tw months’ awful suspense has not

An Inhuman Mother, 

From time to time—usually througu the 
medium of the police or law cour's—the 
veil is lifted, and one has a peep of homo 
life in its least lovely form, of mothers whe 
behave to their children like human 
fiends, and subject them to lives 
of such chronic torture that the un- 
fortunate mites must just long for 
death to come and set them free. It is 
strange, but the women who do these things 
seem usually (according to the reporters) to 
be slight and frxil-looking. Mrs. Day, the 
“heroine” of horrors which have been 
brought to light, thanks to the efforts of the 
National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, during the present 
week, is described as very dark and slight, 
and almost Oriental-looking. Her methods 
were certainly Spartan as she seemed to 
consider that obedience was best enforced 
by hanging her eldest daughter (a girl of 
fourteen) up to a beam in aloft by means 
of her skipping sope, and there letting her 
remain all night.

Her 
hands were burnt on the top of the kitchen 
stove, if the oven was not heated with 
sufficient promptitude, and pieces were 
on several occasions cut out of her arms 
by beating them with sharp instru- 
ments, To a younger sister the same 
treatment was meted out in modified 
form and both children are described 
as looking puny, badly nourished, and 
far younger than their age.

Sin,—I am an receipt: of your lotter of 
26th October in reply to ‘imine of 23rd 
idem, and regret to say that my Com- 
mittee consider it most unsatisfactory. 

Your information regarding the object 
with which the use of the “ Wai Wah” 
Chop was originally, introduced, viz: — 
“to accommodate the Money Market” 
i.e. the Native Banks, is doubtless cor- 
rect; but when you go on to state that 
the use of the “Wai Wah” Chop is a 
long established Custom, I am unable to 
aceept the statement, for it is of course 
ay well-known to you as to the Members 
of this Chamber that although the “ Wai 
Wah” Chop has been in existence for 
ban time, a bens recatly, teat its 
application has been anything but very 
oveastonal, ‘So far is this tho case that 
it is only here and there that I am able to 
obtain confirmation of its having been 
used at all. 

‘So long as the use of this Chop was 
unusual, Merchants could refuse Bank 
Orders thus stamped, but when, as now, 
it is attempted to convert a rare occur- 
} ence into an established custom, the re- 
' medy which was formerly effective, be- 
comes difficult of application. 

To quote from your letter.—“ When a 
Bank Order “falls due the money must 
be collected before 2 p.m.” 

With this interpretation of the custom 
of paying Bank Orders this Chamber is in 
entire agreement, and I would point out 
that the Foreign Banks undertake the 
collection of these orders for Foreign 
Merchants, and, provided they are not 
with: en “Wai hala Chop, 
they soo that they aro eal for pay’

out a logical leg to stand upon. 

It is said that it is cruel to kill animals 
for food: let them live a happy life and 
enjoy themselves. This is an entire 
fallacy. Cannot those who urge it see 
that millions of animals owe their very 
existence solely to the fact that they 
awe bred for food. They have a fairly 
happy life for two, three, or four years 
and are then killed. Be it so, but’ they 
have had the happiness. And the fact 
is therefore that meat-eating is the dir- 
eet cause of more animal happiness than 
anything ele in the world; millions of 
creatures have a good time that but for 
meat-eating would never have lived at 
all. And it is surely far better from the 
oxen, sheep, fowls and game bird's 
point of view, better to have lived and 
bo expeditiously killed than never to 
have lived at all. 

As to the “pain in_abattoins,” too 
much is made of that. It is slight and 
momentary and absolutely nothing com- 
pared with the lingering misery of an 
animal's natural death. Here “I may 
usefully quote Mr. x. Wallace, the 
great naturalist about the sufferings of 
animals in the natural world, and it 
applies still more forcibly to the swift 
death they suffer in a well-conducted 
abattoir stich as we have in Shanghai: 

‘ow thend 4s, I think, good reason to 
believe that all this is greatly exag- 

ated: that the supposed torments of 
animals haye little real existence, but 
‘are the reflections of the imagined sen- 

sations of cultivated mon and women in 
similar circumstances: and that. the 
amonnt of suffering caused by the strug- 
gle for existence among animals is al 
together insignificant. 

“On the whole then, we conclude that 
the popular idea of the struggle for 
existence entailing misory and pain on 
the animal world is the reverse of tho 
truth, What it really brings about is 
the maximum of life and the enjoyment 
of life with the minimum of sulfering 
and pain.” 

The fact is that, as Ruskin says, the 
argument against meat-cating is ‘mainly 
an rsthetric one: evan the best man- 
aged abattoir is not a pleasant, sight. 
But that, as Ruskin says, is just part of 
a vers large question. “Who will do 
the dirty work of the world when all 
men and women aro highly educated and 
refined persons? Who will wash our 
dirty dinner plates, do scavengering and 
other unpleasant work, that no progress 
in civilisation can ever make unneces- 
sary ? 

T trust that what I may be allowed to 
call this vegetarian red herring that has 
beon dragged across the path of my 
sermon, may not divert sympathy from 
the grent and greatly ‘needed Society Tor 
which I pleaded.

Darwent tells us that the pain is “slight 
and momentary.” This statement cannot 
very well be sustained on scientific ground. 
Lhave witnessed, not long ago, scene ai 
the abattoir, on which occasion the slaug! 
terman had to strike with the poleaxe six 
times before the ox was rendered powerless. 
On ench successive stroke the ox was heard 
groaning ; and in another instance it became 
excited to such a degree that it tore the ropes 
and rushed outside in a furiously mad state, 
until it was at last successfally knocked 





down by the slayer. Is this pain “ slight 
and = mowentary.”? Is this the most 
humane method of killing the animals? 
If so, why is it not employed by Govern- 
ments for the execution of criminals, with 
whom the inethod will have a much inore 
sure result, the human skull being so much 
thinner? It is thus evident that the cases 
quoted above are sulticient to condemn th 
method, as being ~‘cruel t the animal” 
and dangerous for the slaushterman. Is 
there not any other humane method te 
adopt for killing the auimals than bas 
hitherto been the case ?- Iwill here quote 
ascienti-t, Dr, Dembe, who is tcked by 
men who are the pillurs of sci 
the late Professors Vircho . 
Preyer. He sums up thus: “From the 
point of view uf the protection of animals 
there is no more humane method than 
with a sharp and smovth-edged knife, as it 
causes nut only the quickest and safest way 
to loss of consci-usness and insensibility, 
but is entirery painless and encounters 
very few sensitive nerves in the neck.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION IN 
SHANGHAL 

To the Editor of the 
Noxtu-Cutya Day News. 
‘The leading article which appeared 
in your issue of the 25th inst. on the 
subject of Technical Education in Shang- 
hai rightly emphasises the importance of 
establish ith this in view, and 
f the necessary 
is uo doubt a 
matter for thankfulness to all who are 
‘interested in the matter. 

Ferhaps at this juncture it is to be 
expected that the Educational Committee, 
appointed by the Ratepayers, should i 
form the public as to the steps it has 
aaken or is taking in this direction, and as 
Secreiary of the Committee [ take this 
opportunity of making a statement ex- 
planatory of our position. 

The Committee is entirely of the opinion 
that “ Secondary Eslueation ” or “Con- 
tinustion Classes” would, under capable 
direction, prove to be of the utmost value 
to the younger generation in Shanghai, 
and ultimately to the community at lnrye 5 
and with this in view the Committee 
authorised Mr. Lanning, the Principal of 
the Shanglai Public School, to dvaw up a 
scheme for the establishment of Continua- 
tion Classes where instruction could be 
offered in a great variety of subjects, the 
Committee undertaking tw yive the fullest 
encouragement to such an undertaking 
in the event of any indication being 
shown that it would meet a popular 
demand. Mr. Lanning accordingly wrote 
the letter which appeared in the ‘* North- 
China Daily News” on the 2nd of July 
and was warmly supported by the leader 
which you were yood enough to publish 
on the same date. 

To the very great regret of the Com- 
mittee and Mr. Lanning, and in spite of 
the very evident fact that there is a crying 
need for such educational resources, only 
three candidates expressed any desire to 
avail themselves of the Committee’s pro- 
posal. No difficulty existed with regard 
to organisation nor apprehension with 
gare to funds; the simple and funda- 
mental trouble was that no encourage- 
ment was given the Committee to hope 
that candidates, in anything like adequate 
numbers, would come forward to avail 
themselves of the advantages offered ; and 
the Committee was obliged to content 
itself with a repetition of the Engineering 
Classes founded in connection with the 
School last Winter ; but even here I am 
given to understand there was an initial 
lificulty in finding a practical teacher to 
lend his assistance, content with a 
moderate compensation with the conscious- 
ness that the doing of a public service 
brings its own reward. 

Itis not within my province to relate 
the experiences of other educational 
agencies, but I have reason to believe that 
the Y. M.C. A. has had an equally dis- 
appointing experience. Ishould be care- 

to observe that I ai referring to the 
Foreign branch. The Chinese Y. M.C. A. 




































has an entirely different story to tell, but 
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comparisons mi: 

“odious.” 

When parents and employers have 
come to realise the importance of urging 
upon their young people the desirability 
of continuing their education beyond the 
limits .f the day-school curriculum, and 
when the young people, or some of them 
at least, have awakened to the idea that 
education proper does not end with 
school but only begins there; that, to 
attam to the higher positions in life, 
specialisation of knowledse is required, 
following upon the general knowledge 
acquired at the school, then and ouly then, 
will such agencies as have been suggested 
flourish, and in the meanwhile educa- 
tional schemes, however, admirably or- 
ganised, will be established in vain and 
Strength be spent for naught. 

Should, however, this correspondence 
have the happy result of arousing the 
younger generation in Shanghai to a sense 
of the importance to themselves, of such 
aids as ave proposed, the Educational 
Committee will be prepared t» offer them 
every encouragement in its power, and 
will loox to_public-spirited persons and 
institutions for assistance, personal or 
pecuniary, to carry out the object in view 
to the sstisfnction of all ¢ mcerned.

On the 28th September a circular was 
issued to the three hundred and fifty 
members of the Foreign Association 
announcing that evening classes would be 
formed, if as many as six bond fide students 
could be secured for any one of the follow- 
ing subjects:—Shorthand, Bookkeeping, 
Blectricity, French, German, Man 
bg’ ype rore ee Music. The 
fees were moderate: $5 per month for 
members and $8 for non-members, 

(in, response to _iis, nbove-mentioned 
circular We received 2 applications for 
¥rench, 2 for Shorthand, tor Electricity, 
8 for Mendarin, and 4 for Bookkeeping. 

‘Vhese figures speak for themselves 
‘They reveal a most disappointing lack of 
desire on the part of the young men te 
avail themselves of a splendid opportunity 
for s-If-improvement. 

_ Quite in contrast to this was the en- 
thusixstic response which was given to » 
simi'ar announcement in the Chinese 
Young Men's Christian Association. For 
more than six weeks evening classes in 
13 different subjects, with a total enrol- 
ment of 195 students, have been in succens. 
ful operation in the Chinese department. 
A score or more of Chinese young 
men who have applied for admission since 
the classes began have been turned away 
because of lack of room to accommodate 
them. The subjectstaught are: Shorthand, 
Bookkeeping, German, French, Japanese,

A QUESTION OF DEEP 
INTEREST. 

To the Edstor of the 
“Norra-Caiwa Datty News. 
Si.—The perusal of your leading 
article this morning is suggestive of 
many reflections. Are we going to seo 
war between Russia and Japan? Is 
such a war a necessary result of Russia's 
action in the three eastern provinces? 
If any war can be said to be desirable, 
which I gather to be the editorial view 
in this case, should we merchants in 
China be glad to see such a war break 
out? Will China take part with Japan 
and will her doing so be of any assistance 
to Japan? Can Japan hope for snecess, 
and if she succeeds shall we be any 
better off than we now are? I leave 
quite out of the question the terribly 
tragic sido of this, and indeed of all 
wars, and confine myself to the coldblood- 
ed quers,:—Will such a war result to our 
advantage 
‘The question then appears to me to 
resolve itself into this one general pro- 
position:—Would we rather see China 
which, owing to the lack of patriotisn 
and public spirit manifest in her official 
class, is in the disgraceful position of 
being a negligible quantity, fall under 
Russian or Japanese suprenincy? For 
this must be the alternative result, 
whichever side succoods. Now in a re- 
cent most. interesting article you drew 
attention to the wide-reaching Pan-Asia- 
tic aims of the modern Japanese states- 

















‘S| men which, if carried out, must inevit- 


ably prove a menace to our existence in 
China, resulting as they must in a yellow 
alliance of Japan and Ohina the 
‘West. We shall see China, under Japa- 
nese leading, place still greater restric: 
tions upon “foreign” trade, 
shipping, and “foreign” industi 
aro to-day imposed by Russia on “for- 
eignors” throughout her dominions. But 
whereas Russia is in close touch with the 
“Qulturvoclker”” of Western Europe, 
and there is reason to that her 
people will in timo fall into line with 
the ideas of her neighbouring moro 
liberal and more civilised_communities. 
China will always remain Chinese and: as 
exclusive as in the days of Pliny when 
“§psis feris persimiles” “they shun con- 
tact with all outsiders.” 

China only needs powerful leading and 
training such as the Japanese, who un- 
derstand the Oriental mind as we never 
can, will give her, to revert to her old 
exclusiveness. Wo that we are 
hated in Asia, perhaps not altogether 
unjustly, and students of Japanese 
modern history and those who know the 
inner thoughts of the Japanese states- 
men are well aware that these are, even 
more than the Chinese, intensely. jealous 
of the superior jons of ‘the Buro- 
pean, and that the Japanese dislike and 
fear ‘us with an intensity in accordance 
with their higher intellectual develop- 

‘They are patient and tactful; they 
know it is useless to force the dénoue 
ment; they are adepts in concealing 











the determined ambi- 
tion to throw off the galling constraint 





j of Europe is there and, with China under 


their thumb, this ambition comes with- 
in the range of practical possibilities. 
‘The Japanese have more energy and 
greater organising power than the Rus- 
sians, and above all they are on the 
spot. We should, of course, prefer to see 
Chinas and independent while 
observant of present treaties with 
Europe: or, failing this impossible ideal, 
guided by enlightoned foreign advisers, 
such as England or Germany could fur- 
nish, in the same way that Egypt has 
been resuscitated, with every, regard paid 
to prior vested interests, and to the 
benefit of the world at large. But 
the “Culturvoelker” are still unfor- 
tunately suspicious of each other and will 
not combine. We must wait, it seems, 
for the happy but remote day of a 
“United States of Europe.” Meanwhile 
ask again:—Would you rather have 
China Japanese or Russian?

MONGOLIAN OR SLAV? 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nowrn-Cuixa Day 
Sim,—The question of deep interest 
which thas been raised by “Anglo-Ger- 
man” in your issue of 30th November 
is surely a very suggestive one. At the 
same time, there seems to be a line of 
sophistical’ reasoning running through 
the communication, which deserves caro- 
ful attention. When analysed, it 1s 
found that the letter asks whether the 
foreign merchants in China would profer 
to see Russian or Japanese domination 
and it practically answers this query in 
favour of the Slav as opposed to a com- 
bination of the Mongolian races, the 
Japanese and Chinese. . 
Without in the slightest degree in- 
sinuating tat “Anglo-German” in any 
way holds a brief for tho Russian cause, 
I beg to say that among the Russian 
leaders themselves, a variety of pretexts 
are put forward to veil the primitive 
passion for increasing the size of their 
Empire in the East. Ono excuse is a 
desire for revenge on the Tartar hordes 
which ravaged their country hundreds of 
years ago. On tho same principle, Eng- 
land ought to invade Scandinavia as a 
revenge for the successes of the Vikings 
of olden time. Another more plausible 
excuse is the often expressed intention 
of developing Manchuria for the advance 
of Western civilisation. If this be a 
true reason, why the discriminations 
which are imposed there, and why the 
often-repeated statements of the Russians 
that Manchuria has been already bought 
by Russia’s own blood and money for 
Russia's own use? A third excuse and 
the one which we hear most often is the 
“Yellow Peril” either in a political or a 
commercial form. x 
If Russia is to be the champion of 
Western civilisation against the “ Yellow 
Peril,” we must ask whiat claim she has 
to pose ax such a champion. In her past 
history, Russia ‘has ‘been, without doubt, 
the most exclusive of any Western 
Power as opposed to the solvent influences 
which have flowed from Western Europe. 
In the matter of political liberty alone, 
the great tide of reform, .which swept 
‘Europe im successive waves, 
during and after the French Revolution, 
failed to affect Russia. , Sho still remains 
an absolute Empire of the ancient type- 
She stil prides herself en being ee ust 
‘ ; nt Gantten 
Oriental “as European. “ Gravtey it 
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of letters, her whole thicory, of education 
and scholarship is one of repression, of 
the crushing-out of the freedom of ‘cri- 
tical thought. OF course, this condition 
-of affairs will doubtless improve, as fu- 
ture generations come on the scene of 
action. But the process will be very 
slow, unless a great social revolution 
sweeps through ‘the Empire causing a 
tremendous upheaval. 

Contrast Japan. As regards political 
liberty, she possesses a constitutional 
government on the Western model. In 
culture she retains the substance of the 
East but has gained the methods of the 
West. As proof of this, witness her 
Universities with their modern methods 
of freedom and research and her wide- 
spread system of general education. Is 

not a fit champion of Western civi- 
Ksation ? 

If by the stern arbitrament of war or 
by the victories of diplomacy, Japan does 
sueceed in gaining the hegemony of East- 
em Asia it seems difficult to think that 
she would immediately go to work to 
restrict Western trade and Western ii 
fluence and thus raise 2 strong coalition 
of hostile Powers against her and her 
allies. Both the ethics of the East 
and the ethics of the West unite in the 
moral rule, either in its nogative or its 
positive form, of not doing to others as 
you would not that they should do to 
you. And, adding tho weight of prac- 
tical polities to that of moral maxims, 
the Japanese are far too intelligent and 
far-seeing not to follow the wisdom of 
the proverb, “Live and let live.” 

Undoubtedly a new Monroe Doctrine 
for Asia would be formulated in the new 
condition of affairs. But like the Mon- 
roe Doctrine of the American continents, 
Japan has already proved (and China 
herself h the spread of Western 
eidueation may. some day show) that they 
possess statesmen who” clearly see that 
tho highest wisdom is to let well enough 
alone and not to try and eject those 
‘European nations who are already in 
peaceful and confirmed possession of 
Asiatic territory. But a Monroe Doc- 
trine for Asia would not cause commercial 
relations with the rest of the world to 
cease. It would rather favour the ex- 
chango of commodities between two 
strong but different civilisations. 

On the other band, let us suppose that 
Russia gains a position of supremacy in 
Eastern Asia. It would be by force and force 
alone that she could hold that position.

‘Compared with that, foreign trade would 
be in a more flourishing condition even 
under the corruption of Mandarindom. 
Surely it would be better under the sway 
-of the political doctrine, “Asin for the 
Asiaties.” Te is iny le to think that 
one half the world can rule the other ha'f 
for any very long period of time. How much 
more impossible to imagine that Russia ean 
rule the larger part of Eastern Asia by 
sheer brute force. 

‘Nor can China be considered such a 
negligible quantity in the calculations of the 
near future. The grand old Manchu Em- 
perors-like K‘ang Hsi and Ch‘ien Lung 
-would have never permitted their country to 
‘follow such a road as she has already been 












compelled to follow by the Slav. Russia’ 
has ta-en China at her time of deepest. 
humilistion. When the corrupt and 
bigoted ring in Peking Jose their power, 
as they surely will, and the Emperor 
comes back to his own again. with 
strong and competent advisers, then the 
true nature and tye true strength of 
the Chinese race will undoubtedly appear. 
But the very nature of reform means « 
desire for intercourse with the nations of 
the West, following in the same steps 
that Japan has already teken. Gut in- 
tercourse with Eur-pe and America means 
a demand for Western products aud it will 
he found. impossible tu raise a wall of 
exclusion arvund the Exst of Asia when 
this part of the world is already in such 
close commercial touch with the other 
countries of the globe. 

_ In questions in dispute between nations 
it hus been the glory of our own times to 
favour arbitration rather than the »worl, 
t is, on the other hand, a truism that 
questions of national honour cannot thus be 
settled, But, in the case in which we are 
all so much interested, the patience of 
Jupan has been already proved, and if other 
nations are using their best powers of| 
advice to dissuade the two antagonists from 
coming to the striking point ; if Russia is 
fearful on account of the perilous condi- 
tion of her finances, then the irreducible 
minimum of the Island Empire may 
be complied with and she will have 
“peac- ‘with honour.” In that way the 
whole question would be left. to the arbi- 
tration of time. Whether the Slav or the 
Mong:lian combination is to triumph will 
then be worked out peacefully by the 
survival of the fittest. ‘Phe future of Asia 
is bound up with the future of the world. 
May a deluge of blood be averted if the 
great world-i-sues at stake can he eafely 
solved by peace,

FIRE 


Shortly before eleven o'clock on Friday 
night the alarm was rung for afire in Hong- 
kew. ‘The outbreak started in Yut Sae- 
chang’s store in Broadway and owing to the 
inflammable nature of its contents the: 
flames had reached an enormous size before 
the arrival of the first company, the Hong- 
kews. Streams were at oace put on but 
had very little effect owing to the fierce- 
ness of the blaze.

15,000. By half-past eleven the fire was 
quite under control.

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THE BURNING OF 
THE ARNOLD 
LUYKEN. 


Details of the Fire and Rescue of 
the Survivors, 

By the arrival on Sunday of a mail from 
Amoy, we have received the particulars of 
the burning of the German steamer Arnold 
Luyken, and the rescue of the survivors. 
‘The vessel was on a voyage from Lanykat 
vid Hongkong to Tientsin with a crew of 
six Europeans and 29 Chinese. Her cargo 
was kerosene oil in cases and without. 
The fire broke out at 4 am. on the 23rd 
inst., with a strong N.E. wind blowing 
and high sea, when the yessel was about 
20 miles north-vast of Tnrnabout. The 
captain of the C. N. S. Changchow reports 
that he was bound to Amoy from this, and 
ab about 4.15 4m. onthe 23rd he saw a 
light and glare in the sky, and steering 
for it, found it to be a steamer on fire. 
She was about 15 miles distant when first 
seen, and when the Changchow got ne»r, 
the ‘vessel was found to be in flames from 
the bow to the after part of the bridge. 
As soon as it was daylight, it was seen 
that there were some people still on board, 
and with rafts alongside. Shortly after, 
five Chinese left on one raft and were 
picked up by the Changchow. The 
Captain and 2nd mate came next 
on another raft, these being the last 
to leave the vessel. The Changehow 
went searching to Jeeward and found 
araft with the 2nd engineer and two 
Chinese on it. There being nothing more 
to be seen in tha’ direction, the Chang- 
chow returned to the wreck, searching by 
the way, and saw some pieces of wreckage 
to windward. The steamer was now im 
flames from stem to stern and the masts 
hid fallen. Following the wreckage to 
windward for four or five miles, Captain 
Pearce of the Changchow found the Luy- 
ken’s life-boat, with the chief engineer 
and five Chinese in it, und the bodiex 
of the 3rd engineer and one Chinese. 
‘The boat had heen stove in and swamped 
on launching. Que Chinese was washe | 
out of the boat and sank in sight. 
Cuptain Pearce continued searching about 
for some time but found unhing further. 
so at 0.45 p.m. he proceeded on his 
voyage, Teaving the Arnold Luyke» eom- 
pletely enveloped in flames, wih constant 
expl sions. The members of the crew 
saved by the Changchow were : Captain C. 
Ueberfeldt ; G. Ande son, 2nd mate; H. 
Mavun, chief engineer; 'H. Livsen, 2nd 
engineer, badly burned; and 12 Chinese.

Bromide paper is probebly the easiest to 
manipulate, and it is surprising that more 
amateurs do not take it up. But the reason 
is, that information given by manufacturers 
and others is not always very clesr. ‘The 
capabilities of the paper need understanding, 
and require patience and perseverance. 
‘The adv-ntages over the P.O P. are indepen- 
dency of daylight and weather, ax the light 
from an ordinary kerosene oil lamp can be 








used. Its kewping qualities surpass that of 
any other. By altering exposure, or rather 
the composition of the developer, » variety 
‘of tones. ranging from a soft crayon-like . 

y toarich velvety black can be « 

[f once the correct exporare 
negative can be ascertained, prints can be 
done in a very short time ; for instance, 
one of my friends once turned out 40, 
4x5. prints rendy for mounting in 3 hours. 
Bromide paper can be had in all leading 
sizes and in a variety of finishes with 
rough or smooth surfuces, the latter being 
more suitable for small prints. The dis- 
advantuges are very ‘few, oue being that it 
will not do for negntives with very strong 
contrasts, or for uader-exposed plates; 
the detail in shadows of the last named 
class of negatives is generally lost in 
large ugly black patches. In this respect 
the superiority of the glossy print out 
poper is very striking. ‘The best negative 
for contact printing is one without strong 
co tasts in which the shadows show a fair 
‘amount of detail, Soft negatives fully ex- 
pos st yield by far the best resu'ts. 

It is one of the beauties of bromide 
printing that the negatives which appear 
thin and flat beyond hope and which on 
the ordinary P. O. P. paper will give very 
fiat impressions, will produce a good print 
by the simple device of increasing she 
distance of the pri ting frame from the 
flame. I find this expedient rather pre- 
ferab'e +0 intensifying the negatives, 
parti ularly if the negative is subsequently 
to be used for enlarging, us it is well-known 
that negatives are more suit-ble for 
enlarging than th se with strong contrasts.

‘These refer ty the effect of 
the distance of the flan: on the ch-racter 
of the print, and may shortly ve stated as 
follows: If you have a hard, or dense 
negative, or one showing much contrast, 
print in » strong light, near the flame, say 
xt 18 mehes distance. A strong lwht 
overc mes contrasts and the result will be 
asoft print. At 18 mebes a rapid bromisle 
paper behind a fairly dense negative will 

rint in 3 seconds or 5 seconls on a slow 
Hfor! paper, but it iy ndvisable t+ use a 
rapid paper only for dense -r con rasting 
negatives. On the ther hand if we have 
a thin or -oft negative and wish ty produce 
‘a vigorous print from it, we have tu print 
slowly in  wesk light, away from the 
fiame. In the case of entremely thin 
negatives it is advisable t- interpo-e + ne 
or more layers of tissue paper between the 
flame and the ne.ative. One layer gener- 
ally doubles the exp-sure. The distance 

The distence for a normal negative, 
that is to say one not too thin and

Of all manipulations counected with 
bromide work which sirike terror into tue 
heart of che amateur, tuat o cloud print- 
ing seems the m st hopelessly difficult.

Many Russian officers in Liactung and 
Viadivosteck have lately taken to the 
study of Japanese and some of them have 
translated from that language books 
which are now cn sale in the book-stores. 
A great deal of attention is bestowed. 
too, on the vernacular Press; and tho 
history of Dai-Nippon scems to exercise 
quite 2 fascination over Russian readers. 
So at least I should judge from the 
numerous articles on Japanese historical 
subjects that I find i Russian nows-

article on the “Origins of Civil 
in Japan” which seems to have been 
taken from another Russian paper, the 
“Pravit Vyestn.” It is not very likely, 
hewever, that th's eraze for thin 
ese will bo permanent owing, 
other things, to the fact thy 
becoming more and more the language 
Japan, and that the cream of the nativ 
Press is skimmed off by expert hands 
into the English newspapers w 
pear in the country. 
The Russian Language in Japan. 
The conquests made by the Ru 
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2 
language in Japan and China will perhaps 


be more permanent. The Far Eastern 
crisis seems certainly to have given a 
great impetus to the study of the Rus- 
sian language in this part of the world. 
Tho number of Japanese who have taken 
up that language in the School of Foreis*: 
Languages at Tokio is, I am toll, 
so great that no moro pupils car 
ke received, and the trade done by. boo's- 
sollers in Russian grammars and _diction- 
aries, intended for English students, ir 
so brisk as to astonish publishers in Eny- 
land. A Russian grammar with the ex- 
planations in Japanese which has been 
published by the Chaplain of the Russian 
Legation at Tokio is selling very well, 
while many Japanese teachers ‘of the 
Muscovite tongue are rushing into print 
& Japonaise 

lexicons, grammars, etc., somo of them 
not guito up to tho mark. 

Tf Russia advances at her present rate 
in North China, the day must come when 
a knowledge of Russian will become as 
necessary in the Legations at Peking 
a knowledge of English is necessary in 
Calcutta. The same remark ta 
the business men and Consuls all over 
North China, though I do not believe 
that either of these two classes is makin, 
any particular haste in this matter. 

For military men and seamen trading 
with Siberia and Liaotung the utility of 
Russian is already recogn's: On’ the 
Japanese vessel which brought me here 
some time ago, the first officer contd 
spoak Russian Anently and I think that 
seme of the officers on all the Japanese 
vessels trading with Russian possessions 
in this part of the world have some ac- 
quaintance with the same tongue. For 
army oficers hoth in Englané and in 
Japan a knowledge of Ru is 
ing more desirable every dat 
lieve that the number Japanese 
military men and merchants,—it is often 
hard to distinguish between them just 
now,—who are at present. scattered all 
over Manchuria and East Siberia and who

speak Russian fluently, is pretty large. 
The Japanese fishermen of Hokkaido 
and of the west coast of Japan generally 
require a knowledge of Russian in order 
to carry out successfully their fishing (and 
poaching) enterprises along the coast 
of Saghalien and Kamschatka, and, of 
course, when any functionary has to he 
“fixed,” as the Aimericans’ say, a col- 
loquial knowledge of his language is al- 
most if not absolutely necessary. 

_.With the greater devolopment of the 
Siberian fisheries and the coast. of the 
Primorsk and ‘Manchuria, the Russian 
language will, I think, become moro ex- 
tensively known among Japanese. 


Russian Classics in Japanese. 


An article in a_recent. issue of the 
Novi Krai” gives gomo interesting facts 
regarding the translation of the Russian 
classics into Japanese. 

“Soon after the successful campaign of 
1894-95,” says that article, “the inter- 
ests of Japan and Russia came involun- 
tarily into contact thanks to a great many 
causes, and the Japaneso began to take 
up with a good deal of zeal tho study of 
our country. In the beginning the ac- 
quaintance was superficial and did not 
go further than Viadivostock and Kuan- 
tung if we do not take into considera 
tion the small number of Japanese who 
went across the Urals to prosecute their 
study of the Russian language, that is 
who went to great towns like Petersburg, 
Kieff, and Odessa. ‘The Japanese first 
became interested in Russian literature 
through translations from that literature 
into French and Bnglish: then they be- 
gan to study translations directly made 
from Russian into Japanese. A transla 
tion of Tolstoi’s Anna Kurenina was re- 
ceived in Japan with great. enthusiasm. 
‘Then the ‘Tokio Nichi-Nichi” attempted 
a translation of Gogol but the translation 
did not. show. Gogol’s humour and fell far 
below the original. Gogol’s ‘Tarass Bul- 
ba’ was next translated (it is difficult to 
explain, by the way, why the Japanese 
translation is entitled Primitive In- 
stinets), but strange to say, some great 
Russian authors like Dostovsky aro quito 
neglected. 

“Both Tolstoi and Gorky were care- 
fully translated and well annotated some 
timo back and the Sapanese were greatly 
fakon by the original philosophy ‘of the 
jatter.” 
























Tie Russian Language in China. 

‘The Chinese do not read the Russian 
classics at all but, owing to a series of 
events that do not need to be re- 
capitulated, they are now in better posi- 
tion, in the Manchurian Provinces at alt 
events, to learn colloquial Russian than 
the Japanese. It must be added that 
they have profited by this circumstance. 
The Russian journal in Port Arthur 
boasted the other day that whereas when 
the Russians came here first they ex- 
periewced great difficulties on account of 
the Chinese knowing no Russian, almost, 
every Chinese one now meets with in 
Port Arthur has a sufficient acquaintance 
with that language to understand and to 
make himself understood. 

This statement has been confirmed by 
my own experience which has made it 
clear to me that if we take the propor- 
tion of Chinese in Port Arthur who know 
Russian and the proportion of Chinese in 

iongkong cr Singapore who know Eng- 
Esh ‘we find that, in spite of the com- 
paratively recent arrival of the Russian, 
the proportion in the former case is 
larger than it is in the latter. 

._ The exp'anation of this lies, I suppose, 
in the colder nature of the Englishman. 
The Russian treats the Chinese more as 
a man and a brother. Tho othor day I 
sw a Chinese emerge from a sailors” 
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reading-reom in. dazed condition and 
with the appearance of having quite re- 
cently parted company with his pig-tail. 
Ido not doubt that in exchange for that 
cherished appendage he had acquired 
almost instantaneously some vigorous 
Russian idioms which it takes ordinary 
foreigners a long time to memorise. Tho 
common Russian soldier and sailor take 
‘a rough but kindly interest in tho local 
ersonification of the Yellow Peril 
Tere ‘seen. squad of soldiers passing a 
Chinese carter and every man on the side 
next to the cart gave poor John a shove 
and a joke. John bore it all laughingly 
and responded in Russian which was 
fluent if not classical. ‘These soldiers 
meant no more harm by their “shoving” 
than does the average British or Ameri- 
can school-boy, and the Chinaman got a 
good opportunity of practising his Rus- 
sian. Judging by its results, this system 
of learning languages is, indeed, worth 
the attention of our Gouins and Berlitzes. 
Such exchanges of courtesies frequently 
occur between tho conquerors and the 
conquered here, and if John Chinaman 
happens to get knocked down or to re- 
ceive & resounding whack, the laughter 
on both sides is redoubled. Why should 
it be otherwise? ‘This style of humour 
has been Popular emong the common 
re ple of all nations since the dawn of 
ry, and perhaps to an oven greater 
extent before the dawn, and the British 
Music Hall is a standing memorial to its 
popularity among moderns. 
+ Tho Russian soldier does not get much 
pay but his heart is large and the crowds 
of beggars, counterfeit and genuine, that 
hang around the soldiers’ barracks here 
testify to his generosity. In barracks, 
however, he is generous in his corporate 
capacity, on the march he is generous as 
an individual. You see soldiers on the 
Siberian railway give part of their loaf 
to a Chinese beggar and manifest delight 
if their gift is appreciated. 

T bring all this in to show that the 
Chinese “has unique opportunities for 
learning Russian. In other words his con- 
queror fraternises with him freely. 
You sometimes see Russian soldiers shak- 
ing hands with Ohinese “boys” in the 
street. If a choloric old Indian Colonel 
saw one of his men behave like this he 
would probably have an attack of ap- 
oplesy on the spot. But tho Russian 
language seems to have attacked not only 
the “boys” and the coolies but also the 
country people. 

Five miles from Port Arthur I have 
met peasants ploughing the so'l and 
fishermen carrying nets, able (the men, 
not the nets) to converse in Russian, and 
beggar lads able to make clear to the 
passing stranger tho alleged fact that 
they had had nothing to eat for an inde- 
finite period of time. Of course the

Shanghai, 27th November. 
Before Sir Hinast S. WILKINSON, 
Chief Justice, 
STRINGER v. THE CHINA NavIGATIo’ 
Company, Lp. : 
Plaintiff, formerly commanding the C. N. 
Co.’s s.s. Wuhu, sued the defendants, to 
cover £135, being four months’ salary in lieu 
of notice, and for alleged wrongful dismissal. 
Defendants admitted the dismissal of plain: 
tiff without notice on the 14th of August, but 
pleaded justification on the’ ground: of: the 
negligence and carelessness of the plaintiff 
in the navigation of his ship. Mr. F. iI 
appeared for the plaintiff and Mr. J. H. 
Teesdale for the defendants. g 
Before the arguments were opened, his 
Lordship: endeavoured to ,bring counsel to 
un agreément on’ the ‘amount of damages 
to be awarded, in the event’ of the plaintitt 
ing good his cise. 
. Teesdale, stated that as no aj 
eaisted. between the purties: the defendants 
would be; liable should it be shown that 
the dismissal was, unjustified to the extent 
of three ‘months’ wages. 4 
Mr, Ellis, while originally contending for 
four months” salary, “said his client would, 
for the purposes of this action, accept three 
months’ silary in lieu of notice’ as a reason- 
able compensation. ; 
His Lordship held that under: these cir- 
cumstances the burden of proof of the alleza- 
tions made would be first on’ the defendants.

‘Mr. ‘Teesdale, stating the defendants’ 
case, said the negligence and carelessness of 
the ‘plaintiff had involved his ship in two 
collisions. ‘The first occurred on the ¥8th 
June in the vanton River. ‘The Wuhu had 
come up-river and anchored near Bird’s Nest 
fort; after the Custom-house officials had 
come on board in the usual course, the ship 
proceeded up towards the Shamien Conces: 
sion, by way of the Honam Spit channel. 
The tide was just the last of the ebb. When 
the boat arrived abreast of the cure on 














the Shamien bund the channel appeared. to 
be much occupied with junks and other 
craft, but notwithstanding this she proceed- 





ed. ‘She had very little way on her with 
the result that the helm had very. fittle 
effect, and she crashed into a steam Jaunr 
and several cargo boats one of which wis 
sunk, the crew precipitated into the water 
and censideruble damage done. ‘The Wuhu 
proceeded through this collection of junky 
and eventually anchored near the Shamien 
Rock buoy. ‘The defendant company iuad 
duoy which was however then occupied by 
the str. Foochow and the plaintiff had been 
advised, by. the Customs officials presum- 
ably, to anchor and wait until the Foochow 
went out. 

‘A plan of the anchorage, made at the 
time of the accident. by Captain Stringer, was 
put in, subject to any objections the defen- 
ants might subsequently make to it. 

His Lordship asked what pilot was on 
board. : 

‘Mr. Ellis said it was a Chinese nilot 
attached regularly to the defendants’ office, 
and who had made the passage many times 
before. 

‘Mr. ‘Teesdale, on the other hand, said the 
defendants had no office pilot on the Canton 
river but this was a regular pilot. 

His Lordship asked what were the instruc- 
tions of the Company to their captains. 

Mr. Teesdale said the general instructions 
were that the Company preferred safety to 
speed and: they enjoined caution on all’ their 
masters. ‘Lhe Customs also gave ditre- 
tions ‘to a similar effect. — Resuming 
his story, he said this accident cost 
the defendants Tis. 4,000. Captain Stringer 
sent in his report in’ due course and 
the matter was investigated by Captain 
Nelson, the Compony’s Marine Superinten- 
dent, who gave the opinion that plointiff 
had "been careless and negligent. Plaintiff 
was severely reprimanded and warned that 
in the event of another accident stronger 
measures would ‘bo adopted. ‘The quarterly 
bonus::ziven by the Co. to their captains 
who went .throuch without mishap was 
in this instance withheld. The second 
collision took place in, the Ningpo river on 
the 10th of August. ‘The Wubu had come up 
river ito ithe ‘Customs’ station below the 
Settlement.: and after receiving her pratique 
she proceeded with the flood tide stern first. 
Another, vessel, the “Prima,” was anchored 
rather to the north bank of the river. Cap- 
tain Stringer’s intention was aparently to 
proceed to the defendants’ wharf stern first. 
but he could not cet his shiv straight. He 
put his.‘engines full steam ahend as he was 
passing on the port side of the “ Prima.” boti2 
vessels then heading down stream. He*was 
between the “ Prima” and the shores when be 
was caught by the tide and the Wuhu drifted 
against the “Prima.” The damage done was 
only about Tis. 100. but Captain Sutherland. 
who reported on the accident attributed it 
to the negligence of plaintiff, who was there- 
upon dismissed after being ‘given an oppor- 
tunity of re: 1g. 

‘His Lordship interrupted Mr. Teesdale in 
order to make a suggestion. He pointed out

‘This case was adjourned on the previous 
day in the hope that a settl-ment could be 
effected, his Lordship suggesting such a 
course. Mr. F. Ellis apreared for the 
plaintiff and Mr. J. H. Teesdale for the 
defendant Company. 

‘Mr. Teesdale announced that in view of 
His, Lordship having held that a Company 
would be entitled to dismiss » Captain 
for .an act of negligence the defendants 
had; azreed to pry the plaintiff three 
months’ salary. amounting to £101 5-., 
and’ that each party would pay its own 
costs. 

Mr. Ellis having sivnified his concur- 
rence, his Lordship expressed satisfaction 
at the settlement, and the Court rose.

W. A. C. Platt appeared for the liquidators 
of the Shanghai ‘Tug Boat Company, Ld.

Company. Id. and Mr. F. Ellis appeared 
for Mr. John Mori 

‘The original petition set forth that on 
the 16th July 1887 the Shanghai Tug Boat 
Company was duly incorporated and the de- 
fendant was appointed its agent under ternis 
contained in Articles 99 and 110 inclusive 
of the Company's Articles of Association. B: 
an agreement dated the 22nd April 1903 the 
Shatighai Tug and Lighter Company. took 








over! the undertaking of the Shanghai Tuc| Prope! 


Boat Company and became entitled to all 
its monies and the debts due to it. On tre 
Bist, July 1903 defendant sent a 
statqment to the azents of tho Shancha 
and Lighter Company in which he admitted 
therg was due from him to the Company 
the sum of Tis. 13.719.54. Application ‘ad 
been, repeatedly made to the defendant for 
the pavment of this sum but he still con. 
tinued to refuse to pay. Plaintiffs therefore 
prayed that defendant be ordered to par 
them the said sum, tocether with interest 
at the rate of 7 per cent per annum from 
the date the money became due and alse 
the costs of the suit.

Defendant in his answer admitted : that 
application had been made to him for the 
sum named and that he had not complied 
with the demand, because plaintiffs were in- 
debted to him in a larger amount than the 
sum claimed by them. Defendant claimed 
under Article 110 of the Articles of Associa- 
tion to be entitled .o commissions amounting 
to Tis. 18,100..v, payment of which had been 
refused by the plaintiffs; also that there 
was due to him from the Shanghai Tug Boat 
Company, Tis. 1,800 for services rendered 
as agent for a period of three months from 
the 3ist May 19v5. 

‘The same facts formed the basis of the 
counter petition and answer. 

‘Mr. Platt, in -briefly opening, said the 
amount claimed by plainttls was admuted 
by the defendant to be due and it only re- 
mained for the defendant to prove his set-off 
claim. 

‘Mr. Ellis said the case really turned on 
the.one point whether or not defendant was 
entitled to the money he had claimed as an 
off-set: If his Lordship decided he was 
not so entitled it was perfectly plain there 
would be nothing for defendant except. to 
pay the amount claimed by the plaintiffs. 

After argument between counsel the icl- 
lowing facts were agreed upon: That tne 
was © profit of Tis. 51,600 on the sale of 
the tender Victoria in 1900; that the de- 
fendant claimed commission at the rate of 
5 per cent, amounting to Tis. 2,580 on this 
progi at the time; "that ue directors re- 

fused to satisfy the claim saying that de- 
fendant was not entitled to the money ; that 
after this refusal, the defendant made up 
his accounts for’ the year ended the dist 
December 1900 without including this 
amount as lisbility against, the Company. 
It, was also agreed that the earnings of com- 
missions paid to the defendant were, with 
one, exception, based on the actual earnings 
of the tug boats. The exception was in 
the ‘case of the sale in 1894 of the tender 
Kaiting, in connection with which it was 
agreed ‘by both sides that defendant received 
‘Tis. 50v. But whereas defendant said he 
accepted this as approximating to 5 per cent, 
the commission to which he was entitled on 
the profit made on the sale, the plaintiffs 
said this money was paid him by way of a 
special remuneration and not by way of com- 
mission. It. was further admitted by both 
sides that the agreement as to commission 
‘was, contained in Article 110 of the Articles 
of Association and that the whole agreement 
between the parties was contained in Articles 
99 and 110. 

In regard to the claim in respect for ser- 
vices rendered, Mr. Ellis defendant 
received on the 16th May notice to termina:e 
his services as agent to the Tug Boat Lon- 
pany on the 3lst of May. In spite of that 
he was engaged in getting in money and in 
otber work of the agency for a further three 
months. Under the Articles of Association 
he was entitled to three months’ notice. 
is Lordship suggested that the collection 
of the money would be part of the duty 
of agency in respect of which the 5 per cent 
commission had already been paid. 

Mr. Platt pointed out that in his cross- 
petition the defendant did not base his claim 
on Inck of sufficient notice. 

It was decided to argue first whether the 
“gross earnings” of the Company on which 
under Article 110, defendant was entitle? 
to commission.- included the profit on the 
sale ,of the Company and on the previous 
sale 'of the tender Victoria. 

‘Mr. Ellis contended that defendant was 
so entitled. In the Company Memorandum 
of Association it was set out that one of 
the ‘objects of the Company was to sell, 
wm .gage, ete., any part of the Companys 

roperty.’ Defendant's agreement was not 
that he should receive any salary, or be paid 
on the net profits of the Company, but be 
was ‘to receive five per cent on 
earnjngs. It was not laid down 
Articles what exactly was meant by “gross 
earnings but defendant contended he was 
as much entitled to commission on profit on 
the sale of a boat as on the profit made by 
the boat in any other war. Mr. Ellis added 
that’ he had been unable to find a legal 
definition of gross earnings or any case in 
support of his point. Two cases micht te 
cited against him, Francis v. the Bultfontein 
Mining Company. (L.R. Chan. Vol. 1. 1891 
P. 140) and Rishton y. Grissel (L.R. Equity, 
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Vol. 5, 1868, p. 526). But these. he contended. 
did ‘not apply as, in them, it was a quesuon 
of commission on net, profits not o2 ros: 
earnings that, was in dispute. . 
His Lordssip—I need not trouble Mr 
Platt, Counsel for Mr. Morris has admitte 
the force of these two cases as being th 
only cases available having a bearing 0 
such a sie as this. But he desires to dis 
tinguish these cases from this by differentist 
ing between gross earnings and profits. Bu 
the principle of these cases applies ax muc’ 
where gross earnings are concerned as where 
profit is, if any clear distinction can bc 
‘wn between them. There is a distine 
tion between gross earnings and profits, 0 
course, but as basis upon whieh wm azent

A third Church, and one 
which has hitherto shown little or 
no desire to make proselytes, is now 
becoming active, with a very sus- 
picious activity, in North China, the 
Russian branch of the Holy Greek 
Chureh. 

From a correspondent in Chibli 
we hear. that Russian priests, who 
have their headquarters at Peitaiho, 
are prepati the way for an active 
propaganda in that province, when 
the time is ripe for a further move- 
ment. Their work is spreading, and 
the methods adopted are such as to 
attract all the worst characters of the 
districts in which they operate. 
Ina little town near the Great Wall 
where in June there were about a 
dozen converts to the Greek Chureh, 
there are now over eighty. Any and 
all are welcome; their families no 
less than the men themselves are 
reckoned as belonging to the Church. 
The priest has made a round of 
several towns, and, though he speaks 
no Chinese, by unhesitatingly giving 
protection and assistance in any case 
of dispute or litigation, he has made 
it clearly evident, that for any man 
in any way under a cloud there is 
nothing better than to join .the 
Greek Church.

The Wiles of the Tartar. 
‘A Newchwang dispatch to hand states 
dor to give the impression that 
quiet and peaceful in Man- 
churia in spite of the change of masters, 
from Manchu Tartar to that of his Mus 
corite cousin, a clique of native traders 
who are doing business under the wgis of 
their Russian masters, are acting under 
hints conveyed by their patrons and 
ordering all sorts of goods from Tientsin, 
Chefoo and Shanghai, for import, into 
Féngtien province (Lower Manchuria). 


The Crisis. 















We translate the following from a 
local native paper:—Reports from 


Poking state that there have been lately 
a great many sceret dispatches received 
by the Waiwupu from Moukden, which, 
after having been perused by tho Chief 
Ministers of the Board, are then sent 
under cover to the residence of Viceroy 
Chang Chih-tung, apparently with the 
object. of obtamning His Excellency's 
advice. After H. E. has seen the docu- 
jnents they are then sent on to Prince 
Ching, It would seem therefore that 
Yiewsoy Chang Chih-tung has been ap- 
pointed chief adviser to the | Waiwupt 
by the Empress Dowager and that she 
still has the utmost confidence in the 
abilities of that high official. 
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“Stirring up” the Grand 
Councillors. 


‘Tlic same paper states that recently at 
a meeting of tho Grand Council the Em- 
press Dowager loudly charged the mem- 
bers with ignorance of current events 
and indifference even to the extent of 
Keeping her Majesty in tho dark as to 
the actual condition of affairs in Man- 
churia as well as throughout the Empire. 
“Such conduct is most reprehensible and 
ill payment: for the confidence the Throne 
hus placed upon you,” continued the 
Empress Dowager to tho Grand Couneil- 
lors, “and had not our Censors and other 
patriots opened our eyes by fearlessly, 
accusing you in their memorials to us, 
what would the Empiro have come to at 
tho present moment? T therefore warn 
you all that if I am told hereafter of any 
more dereliction of conduct. amongst you 
T will not deal with you as leniently as T 
do now.” To this outburst of the Em- 
press Dowager not ono of the Grand 
Councillors dared to make a reply, con- 
tenting themselves merely with” inces- 
santly kowtowing towards the Throne, on 
which sat her Majesty, as a sign of 
penitence and sorrow. As a further sign 
of deop displeasure the Empress Dowager 
abruptly rose from her seat and retired 
from the Grand Council Chamber ignor- 
ing tho prostrated forms of Wang Wén- 
shao, In Chuan-lin, and Chu Hung-chi. 
Prinoe Ching was absent on sick leavo. 


A Chinese Estimate of Russian 
Troops. 

Chineso officers belonging to Viceroy 
‘Yuan's army who havo been in Manchuria 
watching movements of Russian troops 
have recently returned to ‘ientsin and 
reported most adversely upon the condi- 
tion and personnel of the Russian forces 
there. ‘These officens report that the 
majority of the Russian soldiers are badly 
clothed, fed, and paid and have no spirit 
in them, nor are thoy all armed with 
good, modern sweapons. “With 25,000 
well ‘armed and well disciplined Chinoso 
troops,” declare these otticers, “it would 
not be difficult to create panic and defeat 
amongst, the sort of Russians that are 
now in Manchuria.” 


Peking News. 


Dispatches received from Peking state 
that Wang Wén-shao will very likely re- 
tiro from the Grand Council in a few 
days, his place probably being taken by 
either Chang Pei-hsi. or Na Tung. 
Should Na Tung be chosen it is stated 
that Viccroy Chang Ohih-tung will be 
the most probablo successor of Na Tung 
in the Presidency of the Waiwupu 
a recent private audienco given b; 
Empress Dowager to General Ma Yii-k‘un

THE FIRE AT 
MARLBOROUGH 
HOUSE. 


‘About 0.45 p.m. yesterday a fre broke 
out in Mrs. Nazer’s boarding houses at 31-32 
North Socchow Road. It appears that one 
‘of the lodgers had placed an iron blower 
over the fire-place to make the fire draw. 
‘A boarder on the top floor who was ill was 
awakened by a piece of ceiling falling on 
his bed. He looked up and seeing that 
the rafters between the ceiling and the roof 


were ablaze gave the alarm. The police 
were telephoned to and the bell was at 
once rung. The Deluges go: the first 
stream on. By the time the fire was 
noticed it must have got a firm hold under 
a wreat part of the roof, and it is thought 
that che fire in the grate had blazed so 
violently that the heat penetrated through 
the chimney and cauzht a wooden beam. 
Owing to the nature of the outhreak it 
extremely difticult to cope with. Streams 
were laid on from the inside of the house, 
bnt the roof still continued to smouilder, 
and finally the Hongkew engine, the fire 
float, and the Mih-ho-loong fire escape 
were sent for. By means of the escape 
and the engine a powerful stream sas put 
‘on to the roof. It was sti'l some time be- 
fore the fire -howed signs of giving in, and 
it continued to smoulder stubbornly under 
the corrugated iron roof. The greatest 
difficulty was experienced in getting at the 
flames inside a small pointed turret. ‘The 
fire float was not used, and had it been 
would probably have been of little or no use 
as it would have had to pump in the teeth 
of the wind. Work on the roof was very 
Aifiicult as it had such a steep slint, and 
the water falling on the iron soon became 
ice, and made it almost sible to 
obtain a firm foothold. Shortly after 2 
p.in, the Vietorias were sent away, and by 
2145 the fire was out. 
The rvofs of both of the houses known as 
Marlborough House were burnt out, and 
the contents were absolutely ruined by the 
large volume of water which had to be 
pumped into the premises to overeome the 
outbreak. Mrs. Nuzer's furniture is 
believed to be fully insured, but the 
people who occupy the top rooms, who had 
as far as is known no insurance on their 
effects, have lost a great deal of clothing, 
jewellery, ote. Mrs. Nazer thas, fortunately 
other houses a littl way up the road.

LOOTING COUNTRY 
ROUND US. 








‘Phe following prefatory note to. Mr. 
Wade's forthcoming “Sportsman's Map " 
is so interesting to those who go up-country 
in boats that we reprint it in full 
Careful revision of the distance tables as 
iven eight years ago in “With Boat and 
jun in the “Yangtze Valley” but 
confirms their substantial secur 
Paradoxical as may appear the statement, 
there is practically less generally known of 
‘the waterways of this and the contiguous 
province of Chékiang to-day than was the 
case ten years ago, a fact largely accounted 
for by the palatial nature of the present 
houseboat, which forbids its venture upon 
other than the most exsily negotiable creeks, 
while born of this more recent luxury is 
clearly traceable the degeneracy of. the 
twentieth century lowdah, usually indolent, 
ignorant, uncleanly and a vicious smoker, 
from whom it is impossible to get any in: 
formation about the country whatever, for 
the simple reason that he has none to give, 
and who is as unlike the “ Cheery Skipper” 
of five and twenty years ago, as the present 
Shanghai is to the past, or as the proverbial 
chalk’ is to cheese. Consequent. likewise, 
upon the decay of the lowdih is the 
decadence of the ordinary boat-coolie, who 
is a cruel confirmation of the truth of the 
old saving, “Like master, like man: ” but 
the fact of the poor quality of the present- 
day coolie may in some measure be 
accounted for by the large draughts on good 
manval labour for harbour and cargo pur- 
Poses. 
Tn respect of distances discrepancies will 
ever be arising as long as the China creek, 
especially the tidal one. pursues its devious 
way. and trust is placed on native ideas of 
distance which, as is known, are based so 
largely upon the atmospheric conditions of 
the hour,: in fact, whether the journey be 
made in fair weather or foul. In this con- 













































nection it may not be out of place to men- 
tion a curious fact possibly not very 
generally known.

Extract: from a private letter from Mr. 
Consul Clennell to the Author : 
“The river above Ningkuofa is rather 
impeded with rapids, there being about 45 
of them in a distance of 100 li or so: but 
when the water is hich, bonts can get up 
as far as Holichi. That is close to’ Ning- 
kuohien, and about 100 Ii above the city. 
T even saw small boats higher up than that. 

“On the Chikiang side of the border— 
and in some parts on the other side too— 
the “mountains are richly clothed with 
extremely dense forest, large trees in some 
parts, among which’ wild cats or small 
panthers (y'sotzii), wild pigs. bears, badgers, 
and monkeys are to be found, : also rabbits 
in plenty. “There may be a few tigers, but 
none have been seen for years. 

“As to the mountains the highest summit 
I ascended was Hsitienmu Shan, which T 
made to be 5,100 feet high. It is 170 li 
or so from Hangchow (W.N.W.) and quite 
near the border of the province. ‘There are 
ten or a dozen peaks of nearly the same 
height within a radius of a few miles. ‘There 
is also a big spur to the North which runs 
up to Kapoo on the Taihu. Part of. this 
is called the Lungmu Shan: striking South 
and South West from the Hsitienmu Shan 
the hills are at first lower—then very bix— 
and the road from Hangchow to Huichou _ 
must pass for more than 150 li over very 
high land indeed.

sitting, by special direction of the Chinese 
Government, and with the approval of 
the Diplomatic Body, in conjunction 
with the Mixed Court’ magistrate and 
the British Assessor ; and it will be your 
duty, if you find that any of the charges 
are proved, and the prisoners aro guilty 
‘of them, to deal with them according to 
Chinese law and custom. Crimes havo 
been committed by Chinese subjects, on 
the soil of China, against the Government 
of China, and, as is clearly laid down in 
the Treaties, they must be tried aceord- 
ing to the laws of this country. Having 
made these few preliminary remarks as 
to the tribunal, I propose first to deal 
with those I may call tho threo minor 
prisoners. The prisoners to _ whom I 
Tefer are Chén ca‘ung-yi, Chtien Yun- 
séng, and Ch'eng Chich-fu. I take it that 
| you, Sirs, have the record of what_ took 
place at the previous hearing. Theso 
fhreo men have now been in prison for 
about. four months, and I am instructed 
to say that the prosecution considers that 
that confinement is a sufficient punish- 
ment for their responsibility in the mat- 
ter. That is to say, that, as regards 
Ch'ien Yun-séng and Ch'eng Chich-fu, 
the prosecution has no desire that any 
further punishment be inflicted, and, as 
far as the prosecution 36 concerned, they 
be released forthwith. As rogards 
Chung-yi, he is the son of the 
editor, Chén Fan. It 1s, I think, within 
the knowledgo of the Court that the 
father, Chén Fan, has left Shanghai. 
He appears not to have had the courage 
to face the responsibility for the matter 
he published in his paper and his son is 
now brought before the Court in con- 
nection with the charges brought against 
the father. But as regards this man, 
Chan Chiung-yi, as far as the prosecu-
